ANCIENT HISTORY 
Oommunicatedy | 


The introductory ariicle im the first 
@ssue of the Bulletin as a dally news- 
paper. bas brought to my mind many 
-reminiscences of the past, and of lis 
first appearance in this settlement; as 
2 factor in making known’ to us some- 
thing of what was going on in the 
outside world, and also what we were 
doing among ourselves. A. few. of my 
gecpliections may be oc interesi ’ to 
your readers. { 


As a preface to this ‘little history, 
$i is better to siate that away back 
in the seventies thera was a contract, 
«or rather contracts,—let, by the 
government, to build a transcontinentr 
al line of telegraph. The terminal 
point of one of these caniracts was 20 
miles due south ‘ef Edmonton, oF 
about where Leduc is now situated. The 
line from ithe east io this pont 
was built, and completed by Richard 
Falier, of Hamilton.
